n orderto Return Money from place to place,which 


will Encourage I rade, Improve Lands, and totally 
Prevent all Robberieson the High-ways, and keep 


Money in the Country, which is now drawn up to 
London. 


OUR Grand Chambers of Returns to be Erefted in London, and 

thoſe Subſtituted to Four cqual Diviſions of the Kingdom, each 

Chamber having :power to Fix Petty Chambers, in each Diviſion, 

in the moſt Principal Towns of Trade, with different Stamps, and 

Numbers, being kept with every Petty Chamber, &c. And Gen- 

tlemen, Tradeſmen, and all other Perſons, to Travel with no grea- 

ter ſums than to defray their Travelling Charges ; if otherwiſe, and Robbed, to 
be deprived the Benefit of Suing the Country : But, for their ſafety, to pay in 
ſuch greater ſums into any of the Chambers next adjoyning ; it may be remitted, 
toany place deſired, with Exped:itiov. And to pay one penny in the Pound from 
Ten Miles (from Loyxdor) to Fifty Miles, and ſo in proportion ; or according to 


-——thcNow Pratice of the City, or Place ; or ſo much to defray the Charge of ſuch 


Chambers, as to Your Great Weſdoms ſhall ſeem meet. 


AND thoſe Grand and Petty Chambers to be ſupplied in manner following, 
(viz.) The KINGs Taxes, Exiſe, and Revenzes ; and all Money that ſhall 
become due m Trade, for Goods fold, and to be bought in the Cauntry, and 
Rents ; which requirea Return from place to place,in each County,or Place where 
Receiv*d, to be paid into the ſaid Chambers, which may be drawn off from the 
Four Grand Chambers in London, and Petty Chambers below, &c. to be Returned 
to any place. And an Encouragement to be given, of 24d. or 34. per day, for 100 /. 
to all ſuch Gentlemen, and Traders, as would lodge their Money in ſuch Chambers, 
{o ſet apart, to be paid out of the ſaid penxy in the Pound by the chief Magiſtrate 
of each Town, or DireCtor of ſuch Grgnd or Perty Chamber : Which would be a 
means to make a greater Circulation of Money in the Country ; and cauſe 
the whole $pecies of the Kingdom to be imployed, and kept in rhe reſpec- 
Ctive Counties and Places ; and would highly Ezcourage all manner of Trade ; 
and totally Prevent all Robberzes on the High-ways. And each Petty Cham- 
ber to Audit, and Adjuſt, their Accompts with the Grand Chambers of London, 
Quarterly, or as often as they ſhall be required. As is, more at large, ſhown 
ina PROPOSAL, laid down before a Committee, Appointed by this 
Honourable Houſe, to inſpect the ſame, the laſt Seſſion of Parliament. Which was 
Approved on by the ſaid Committee, and we order'd to abbreviate the fame : 
But a Conſpiracy againſt the KING®s Life, and the Nation in geveral, at 
that time being happily diſcovered, the Houſe was taken up with more
